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REMARKS 

A. Status of the Application 

• Claims 1-4, 11, 12 and 14-17 and 37-59 are pending, of which claim 1 is the 
independent claim. 

• Claims 1, 11, 12 and 14 are amended. 

• Claims 5-10, 13 and 18-36 were previously cancelled. 

• Claims 37-59 are newly added. No new matter has been introduced. 

Accordingly, entry of the amendments and new claims is respectfully requested. 
Applicants have amended the claims to recite particular embodiments that Applicants, in 
their business judgment, have determined to be commercially desirable at this time. The 
claim amendments have not been submitted for any reasons relating to patentability. 

Applicants intend to pursue the subject matter of the previously cancelled claims, 
in one or more continuing applications. 

B. General Comments on Dependent Claims 

Since each of the dependent claims depends from a base claim that is believed to 
be in condition for allowance, Applicants believe that it is unnecessary at this time to 
argue the allowability of each of the dependent claims individually. However, Applicants 
do not necessarily concur with the interpretation of the dependent claims as set forth in 
the Office Action, nor do Applicants concur that the basis for the rejection of any of the 
dependent claims is proper. Therefore, Applicants reserve the right to specifically 
address the patentability of the dependent claims in the future, if deemed necessary. 

C. Authorization for Email Communication
